Chewing Gum— Throwing Away of, in Public Places Prohibited. (Ord. No. 6422, 

Dec. 27, 1915.) 

Section 1 . That it is hereby declared to be unlawful for any person to throw , deposit, 
or place any masticated chewing gum upon any floor or furniture of any public build- 
ing, hotel, conveyance, restaurant, or place of amusement, or upon any public sidewalk. 

Sec. 2. That any person violating this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be fined not exceeding $10, or imprisoned in the city jail not 
exceeding two days. 
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
